Size of the various residences will

For first time 

Lower Huron park 
will charge visitors

Beginning on Memorial Day, May 
28, area residents visiting Lower 
Huron Metropark will have to pay 
for motor vehicle stickers or permits 
at toll booths placec at four en- 
trances to the park’s interior. 

However, George Giblin, park 
superintendent, said motorists can 
still traverse the five-mile-length of 
the main park road from Hannan 
Road to Waltz Road free of charge. 

Fees to be charged at the four toll 
booths are: one-day permit - $2; 
annual sticker - $7; and senior 
citizen annual sticker - $2. 

Giblin said the decision of the 
Huron-Clinton Metropolitan 
Authority (HCMA) to charge for 
using Lower Huron Metropark 
would place it in the same category 
as nine other parks operated by the 
authority. He said the fee for motor 
vehicle stickers has been in 
existence in other parks for several 
years and conforms to fees paid in 
state parks. 

Location of the four toll booths will 
be: Bemis, Savage roads area; 
swimming pool entrance on the west 
side of the main park road; Tulip 
Tree picnic area ; and the East Bend 
picnic area. 


Lower Huron Metropark consists 
of approximately 1,200 acres of park 
land along the Huron River, offering 
such activities as Par 3 golfing, 
swimming, hiking and picnicking. 

The swimming pool at Lower 
Huron Metropark is open from 
Memorial Day through Labor Day 
and users are assessed a nominal fee 
for bathhouse and coin lockers. 

Golfers are charged $2.50 during 
the week and $3 on weekends, with a 
50-cent rental fee for clubs, at the 
Par 3 golf course. Senior citizens can 
use the course for only a $1 fee. 

Other facilities available at Lower 
Huron Metropark are: food service, 
court games such as basketball and 
shuffleboard, tot lot, nature trails, 
group camping, picnicking, and ice 
skating. 

Currently, residents of a five 
county area - Wayne, Oakland, 
Washtenaw, Macomb and 
Livingstone - are assessed a quarter- 
mill levy to maintain the 10 parks 
operated by the HCMA. 

Some residents have complained 
that they do not feel they should 
have to pay for the upkeep of park 
land used by persons coming from 
outside the five-county area and 
therefore object to the motor vehicle 
fee being charged to them. 


34 Checks stolen 
from VB township 


Several checks totalling 
several thousand dollars have 
been cashed illegally by someone 
who made off with a total of 34 
blank township checks from the 
bookkeeping room at Van Buren 
Township Hall sometime be 
tween April 1 and April 11.

Tries to bypass gates 


Driver killed instantly as train hits truck 


A truck driver was killed instantly 
Monday morning when his vehicle 
was struck by a freight train at the 
Norfolk Western Railroad cro- 
ssing on Haggerty Road between the 
1-94 Expressway and Huron River 
Drive. 

According to Det. Gerald Murphy 
of the Wayne County Sheriff s 
Department, the truck driver ap 
parently tried to go around the 
crossing barriers while they were 
down. 


Identity of the truck driver had to 
be established by a check of the 
deceased’s fingerprints, Murphy 
said He was identified as Kenneth 
W Bennett, 32, of Niles, Mich 

The accident, which occurred at 
8:32a m . took place when the truck 
driver, who was northbound on 
Haggerty Road, swung into the 
southbound lane to veer around the 
crossing gates, the detective said 
“At this point, he evidently saw 


the oncoming westbound freight and 
tried to cut his truck sharply to the 
left,’’ Murphy explained, “but he 
was too late.” 

Investigation disclosed that the 
train’s engineer saw the truck driver 
hurtled through the truck’s wind- 
shield from the impact of the crash 
and then run over by his own 
vehicle Murphy said the 70-car 
freight was traveling about 30 miles 
per hour and carried the smashed 


truck another 150-175 feet down the 
tracks 

He said the truck was owned by 
Freight Carriers, Dearborn, a 
private hauler of steel 

Two witnesses told Det Murphy 
and Det Ray Allen that the crossing 
barriers were completely dow r n, 
while two other witnesses said they 
were positioned at about 45-degree 
angle 

Two witnesses said the flashing 


lights were on and the warning bells 
sounding at the time of the accident 
However, two other witnesses said 
they were “not sure", Murphy said. 

The Enterprise has learned that 
area residents have complained 
about the crossing barriers at the 
Haggerty Road crossing malfunc- 
tioning on many occasions 
Motorists who tire of waiting when 
no train appears pull around the 
barriers and continue on their way, 
it was reported 


Murphy said the crossing was “a 
lonely area” and that he would not 
be surprised if the barriers were not 
working properly. 

“One of our off-duty officers also 
was a witness and said the gates 
were down and the lights and bells 
were working at the time of the 
crash,” he said The policemen told 
Murphy and Allen he saw the truck 
start to go around the crossing 
barriers before it was struck by the 
train 
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For students who work 


Some basic advice: Make sure to get that pay 


For students starting summer 
jobs, a basic piece of advice is that 
when working for pay you must 
make sure you get that pay — 
everything you’re entitled to. 

That is one of the suggestions the 
Michigan Association of Certified 
Public Accountants ( MACPA ) offers 
young people who may be un- 
familiar with the rules and 
procedures that apply to gainful 
employment. 

THE CPAs say a pay stub or- 
dinarily will account for anything 
withheld from your pay, such as 
taxes, insurance, Social Security, 
union dues and other obligations. 


Check the accuracy and ap- 
propriateness of such withholdings, 
then save the stub for probable 
future uses. 

The 1979 minimum wage is $2.90 
an hour, but are summer workers 
eligible to receive that amount? 

In most cases, yes. Under certain 
circumstances an employer can get 
U S. Labor Department permission 
to pay as many as six student 
workers a $2.46 minimum. But 
unless the employer has formally 
applied for such permission and 
attested that the hiring of students 
will not cause the displacement of 
full-time workers, the $2.90 


minimum applies. 

If your job is just for the summer, 
chances are you won’t owe any in- 
come taxes, for a person can make 
up to $2,950 in a year without in- 
curring tax obligations. In fact, if 
your income will be under $2,950, 
and your unearned income — from 
interest, dividends and the like — 
will total less than $750, you can 
avoid having income tax withheld 
from your pay and having to file a 
tax return. Simply obtain a form 
W4E, which your employer should 
be able to provide, fill it out and give 
it to him. That will authorize him to 
forego income tax withholding It 
won’t prevent him from withholding 



Social Security contributions, 
however. There’s no avoiding that. 

(Incidentally, the CPAs advise, 
most employers must have your 
Social Security number before they 
can put you on the payroll, so if you 
don’t already have one, apply for it 
right away. You’ll find the nearest 
Social Security office listed in the 
phone book under U.S. Govern- 
ment.) 

If you failed to file a Form W4E 
and taxes were withheld from your 
paycheck in excess of what you may 
owe, you will have to file a tax return 
to obtain a refund after the year 
ends. There is no way to get the 
money back until then. 

When young people begin working, 
some parents are fearful that their 
ow'o taxable income will be in- 
creased. This is not the case. Each 
individual is considered a taxpayer 
in his or her own right. What your 
earnings can do, though, is affect 
your status as your parents’ 
dependent. So long as you are under 
19, or a full-time student (at least 
five months a year) and your 
parents provide more than half your 
total support, they can continue to 
claim you as an exemption. 

If there is likelihood that your 
income will be substantial enought o 
threaten your status as a dependent, 
the CPAs suggest that some thought 
be given to what you buy for yourself 
and what your parents buy for you, 
with your expenditures being con- 
centrated on items not regarded as 


support for tax purposes. For- 
tunately, savings are not considered 
to be support. Your parents might 
want to begin collecting information 
that will show that their contribution 
to your support is greater than your 
own. 

If much of what you earn will go 
for your future education, and thus 
will not be needed for a year or 
more, be sure the money is kept 
busy in the meantime earning in- 
terest or dividends. Also, be aware 
that longer-term accounts usually 
earn more than demand deposits, 
from which the money can be 
withdrawn at a moment’s notice 

If your folks have set up an 


education account or investment 
fund for you, perhaps that would be 
the best place for you, too, to park 
your education savings And if Dad 
and Mother are in a high tax bracket 
they might want to consider putting 
their fund in your name, so you can 
pay any income taxes on its earnings 
at your much lower tax rate. 

The CPAs have one further 
suggestion for those whose working 
careers are just beginning. When 
you examine your paycheck stub 
and note all those amounts taken 
out, and learn how much less than 
expected your net pay is, don’t 
despair. Try to adjust to the bad 
news right from the start.

VB Bd. stand gets support

A ray of light has appeared at the 
end of the dark tunnel in which the 
Van Buren Township Board found 
itself when it stuck to its guns 
recently in defying a judge’s order 
and ended up being jailed twice for 
contempt. 

New support has surfaced for the 
board’s stand in refusing to approve 
an agreement which would have 
allowed a sewer hookup to the 
nearby Ypsilanti sewage system for 
a mobile home park developer. 

Dawn Phillips, an attorney hired 
to assist Richard G. James, town- 
ship legal counsel, on the case, has 
told Sup Pat Cullin about a recent 
state Supreme Court ruling in two 
cases which closely parallel the Van 
Buren incident. 

The two cases are ED ZAAGMAN, 
INC. vs CITY OF KENTWOOD and 
TURKISH vs CITY OF WARREN 
Citing the factors involved in the 
second case, Mrs. Phillips has filed 
new information with the Court of 
Appeals on the township’s ap- 
plication in March for leave to ap- 
peal a ruling by Wayne County 
Circuit Judge Charles Kaufman 
ordering the township board to 
approve the sewer connection. 

In a summary of the facts of the 
Turkish case which she forwarded to 
Mrs.Cullin, she noted: “In 
discussing the relief available in a 
zoning case, the Court in TURKISH 
emphasizes the duty of the trial 
court not to impinge upon the 
legislative function of the 
municipality in fashioning the relief 
to be accorded in zoning cases.” 

Judge Kaufman on March 8, 1973 
had rezoned a 102-acre tract owned 
by the mobile home park developers 
from residential to mobile home 
development for 91 acres and 
commercial for the remaining 11 
acres. By doing so, the township 
board said he had allowed the 
developers to bypass the normal 
township procedures for rezoning. 

Mrs. Phillips, who formerly 
served as the township’s attorney, 
said the Supreme Court’s March 27 
ruling in the two cases cited would 
mean that Judge Kaufman would 
have to refer the zoning for the 
mobile home park developers back 
to the township for its consideration. 

After the township has acted upon 
the zonng request from the mobile 
home park developers, the trial 
court can determine the validity of 
the zoning classification, but cannot 
tell the township what it must do 
from that point on, Mrs. Phillips said 
in her interpretation of the ruling. 

“Nowhere does the court 
(Supreme Court) state or even infer 
that the trial couqf has the ability or 
the duty to order the municipality as 


part of the relief obtainable in a 
zoning case to abdicate its 
legislative function and to issue all 
permits or approvals in connection 
with the development of the 
property in question nor to assist the 
plaintiff in obtaining sewage 
disposal facilities nor to provide for 
any relief of the nature afforded to 
plaintiffs herein,” her written report 
to Cullin stated 

In the new information which has 
come to light snce the township filed 
for application for leave to appeal 
Judge Kaufman’s decision, Mrs. 
Phillips asked the trial court to 
vacate its ruling of Oct. 17, 1978 

“By ordering the township to 
grant all permits and approvals 
required by plaintiffs and in par- 


ticular by entering the order of Oct. 
17, the court has gone beyond the 
remedial powers of the trial court in 
a zoning case as delineated in 
TURKISH Therefore, the order of 
Oct 17 must be vacated,” she 
requested of the appeals court. 

She also told Cullin that the 
TURKISH ruling handed down by 
the Supreme Court is to be accorded 
limited retroactive effect com- 
menced and now pending in either 
the trial or appellate courts. 

In laymen’s language, the 
Supreme Court’s recent ruling 
means that a trial court has no 
business usurping the functions of a 
legislative body such as the Van 
Buren Township Board in matters 


such as a zoning request. All it 
legally can do is to review the 
township’s action and ask that it be 
reconsidered, at which point the 
trial court can again review the 
zoning decision. 

The Van Buren Township Board 
was jailed for one day Dec. 28 of last 
year and again for a week beginning 
on March 2 of this year for contempt 
of court for failing to obey Judge 
Kaufman’s order 

The board cited increased 
pollution to already-contaminated 
Belleville Lake and its duty to abide 
by an existing agreement with 
neighboring communities on sewage 
disposal.

If an applicant's in- 
come is so low as to 
permit only removal of 
health and safety 
hazards, a repair loan 
and-or grant may be 
available, the super- 
visor said For families 
with somewhat higher 
incomes, a home im- 
provement loan may be 
possible to bring their 
houses up to FmHA 
minimum property 
standards, he added

Three children died early May 15 
as their home on Missaukee Court 
in Westland was swept by fire. Their 
mother, and her two other children, 
escaped from the smoke-filled house 
by jumping from their upstairs 
bedrooms onto a porch roof and to 
the ground 

The tragedy occurred in the home 
of Wynona and Robert Stabenow', 
32762 Missaukee. Stabenow was at 
work at the time of the blaze, ac- 
cording to reports. 

Dead are Charles, 14, Lois, 13 and 
John, 10. They were asleep in up- 
stairs bedrooms and were found by 
fire fighters in their beds, apparent 
victims of smoke inhalation. 

The mother and two other 
children, Robert, Jr., 15, and Jason, 
2. escaped after being alerted by a 
smoke detector at the top of the 


stairway on the south side of the 
home. 

The alarm came into the Westland 
Fire Department at 4:15 a m. 
Records show that the first truck, 
responding from Station No. 3, 
arrived at 4:17 a m. 

By that time, the fire was well in 
progress, and smoke and flames 
were pouring from the windows. 
Fire fighters from Station No. 1 also 
responded. 

The house originally was built as a 
duplex, with identical 2-story units 
side by side. The family had made 
the structure into one large house, 
cutting a doorway upstairs and 
downstairs between the two sides, 
but tw-o separate stairways, leading 
to the upper floor, remained. The 
family apparently was doing some 
remodelling work on the north half 
of the house. 

Fire officials said the blaze ap- 
parently started in the lower level 


living room in that north half of the 
home. Smoke enveloped the 
downstairs and crept up the stair- 
way. The three children who 
died were sleeping in the bedrooms 
in that half of the house There was 
no smoke detector found on that 
side, fire officials said. 


By the time the smoke seeped into 
the south side of the house and the 
smoke detector at the top of that 
southern staircase went off, super 
heated air and smoke apparently 
had filled the upstairs of the north 
part of the home.

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Westland municipal 
golf course debuts 


If the warm weather has found you 
dusting off your golf clubs and 
practicing your putting in the 
yard, take note: the Westland 
municipal golf course is open ! 

The 9-hole par 34 course sets on 49 
acres of land on the west side of 
Merriman Road, just south of 
Cherry Hill. The course is on land 
that was once the 18-hole Birch Hill 
Golf Course. That land was carved 
up into commercial parcels some 
five years ago, but the 49 acres was 
left as future site of a city-owned 
course. 

The golf course is open for in- 
dividual and league play now' that 
the snow and ice storms seem to be 
definitely past. You can bring your 
own equipment, or rent whatever 
you need at the pro shop, located in 
the modem chalet-style club house 
on Merriman Road. 

Not only are golf balls, gloves, 
clubs and carts available for rental, 
but the city has a fleet of 10 golf cars 
that make the trip from hole to hole 
a bit shorter. 

The course and clubhouse were 
built by the Westland Building 
Authority, and are owned by the 
city. Revenues from the business 
will pay off the bonds that financed 
its construction. 


The course itself was designed by 
golf course architect William 
Newcomb, with the usual assort- 
ment of sand traps, four ponds, 
greens and fairways. One of the 
large ponds is the water reservoir 
that will be used to irrigate the 
course. 

The city originally had hoped to 
open the course last summer, but 
ran into trouble finding underground 
water for irrigation After drilling 
unsuccessfully for a natural un- 
derground water supply, the city 
eventually had to tap into the 
municipal water system. 

The course still has some sparse 
spots, and some areas are roped off 
to give the grass seed a chance to 
grow and fill in, said Ralph Tack, 
director of the recreation depart- 
ment. 

The first year will be one of 
“maturing” for the greens and 
fairways, he added. 

Fees are the same for residents 
and non-residents. During the week, 
9 holes of golf will cost you $3.75, and 
on weekends and holidays the price 
is $4.75. Golfers who begin at 
twilight get $1 knocked off the fee. 

Special rates are available for 
senior citizens. Nine holes cost the 
older persons $2.25, but the seniors 
are not permitted to tee off after 2 
p m. Since most league play is in the 
later afternoon and early evening, 
individual play is encouraged during 
the morning and early afternoon. No 
senior citizen’s rate is given on 
weekends or holidays. 

Leagues still are being signed up 
to use the course. The recreation 
department even runs two women’s 
leagues and is hoping to generate 
enough interest among young 
golfers to form a youth league. 

The golf course phone number is 
721-6660, for information on leagues 
or other details. 


The course is under the direction 
of the parks and recreation 
department, and the golf course 
manager is Carl Morton. 

The attractive clubhouse includes 
a lounge snack shop, where food will 
be available to golfers or watchers. 
The Westland City Council just last 
week awarded the bid for the con- 
cession to Virginia Mathews, who 
also operates the food concession at 
the city’s Multi-Purpose Arena. 

The city and Ms. Mathews have 
also applied as co-licensees for a 
beer and wine (tavern) license for 
the clubhouse. 


3 children perish 
in May 15 blaze

Fire officials guessed that the 
three children may very well have 
died from the heat and smoke by the 
„ time the fire alarm was even called 

t in. 

The mother managed to gather the 
two children sleeping in the bedroom 
next to hers and climb through the 
hall window, out onto the front porch 
roof. 

A neighbor who called the fire 
department said she saw a 
passerby, later identified as James 
Daughterly, stop his van on Grand 
Traverse Road behind the house, 
run across the field and assist the 
mother and her two children off the 
roof. 

He tried to get in the doors but 
they were apparently locked, the 
neighbor said, so he told the 
youngsters to jump off the roof and 
onto the ground. They were not 
• injured. 

The cause of the fire is still under 
investigation. However, fire fighters v 
said it appeared that the north 
portion of the home had no elec- 
tricity because of the remodelling, 
and there may have been wires 
crossing from one side of the house 
to the other for appliances. The State 
Fire Marshall was on the scene 
assisting Westland fire and police 
officials in investigating the origin of 
the blaze. 

It was just over a year ago, on 
April 21, 1978, that three young 


children under 6 years of age died in 
a blaze in a similar duplex just one 
block away, on Montcalm. Those 
children, loo, were trapped upstairs. 
They were the last fire fatalities in 
Westland. 

Fire officials used this occasion to 
once again emphasize the im- 
portance of smoke detectors. 

“If there had been a smoke 
detector on the other side ( the north 
portion of the home) too, this may 
have been another story,” said one 
fire official. 

Because there were two stairways 
leading to sleeping areas, there 
should have been at least two 
detectors, according to city or- 
dinance. 

A city ordinance that took effect in 
March requires every dwelling unit 
to have smoke detectors. If you are a 
renter, the owner of the building 
should install the detector. 

“These people owned their house, 
but a lot of people rent,” s^id 
Assistant Chief Carl Holston. “If 
they (renters) don’t have a smoke 
detector, we urge them to call us and 
we’ll contact the owner. We can’t go 
door-to-door looking for smoke 
detectors. 

“Any other resident who wants 
advice on where to put the detector, 
should call us, and we’ll help them 
Anyone in a 2-story home without a 
smoke detector is gambling with his 
life.”

The State House of Represen- 
tatives has sent a message to 
Washington, D.C., specifically the 
Veterans Administration (VA), 
urging it to select Fort Custer at 
Battle Creek as a site of a national 
cemetery. 

According to State Rep Edward 
Mahalak (D-38th District), there 
presently is no national cemetery in 
the state to honor “its valiant men 
and women who in their lives served 
their nation “ 

The Romulus Democrat explained 
that the VA, in the near future, will 
be selecting sites for designation as 
national cemeteries and that Fort 
Custer is one of the sites under 
construction.

Since it was established during 
World War I, Custer, the fort has 
played a significant role in national 
defense. Thus, its selection as the 
site of a national cemetery would 
carry with it a historic link to armed 
forces service, Mahalak said. 

“The selection also would be a 
fitting memorial to the thousands of 
Michigan servicemen who gave 
their lives in the armed forces.” 
Mahalak added 

The resolution also points out that 
“few locales are more appropriate 
than Fort Custer and few states 
more worthy of such a distinction 
than Michigan.”

Congressman William D. Ford (D- 
15th District) has joined with other 
congressional leaders in an effort to 
have the U S. Postal Service issue a 
series of postage stamps, honoring 
America’s top labor leaders. 

Legislation authorizing such a 
stamp series was introduced last 
week by all of Michigan’s 13 
Democrats in the House of 
Representatives and four of the six 
Republicans. 

The first stamp would honor the 
late Walter P. Reuther, president for 
many years of the United Auto 
Workers. It would be issued and 
offered for sale on Sept. 1, 1980 — the 
73rd anniversary of Walter 
Reuther’s birth. 

Labor leaders honored by the 
remaining three stamps would be 
selected by the postmater general on 
the basis of their "contributions to 
the cause of the American worker.’’ 

Congressman Ford pointed out 
that Samuel Gompers. former 
president of the American 
Federation of Labor, is the only 
labor Jeader ever recognized 
through the issuance of a stamp. 
Gompers was pictured on a 3-cent 
commemorative issued in 1950. 

"In the 132 years since the United 
States began issuing stamps, we 
have honored statesmen, inventors, 
scientists, military heroes and in- 
dustrialists,” Congressman Ford 
said. "We have never singled out 
labor leaders. 

"Walter Reuther is a most fitting 
person to choose for the first stamp 
in such a series. His work as UAW 
president and as a national leader 
had profound and long-lasting 
benefits for every American.”

Commissioners 


refuse industrial tax abatements 


Wayne County commissioners, by 
refusing to approve five industrial 
tax abatements in Livonia and 
Dearborn last week, put Lansing on 
notice that they would no longer 
rubber-stamp themselves out of 


much needed tax revenues. 

'The five exemptions/’ according 
to Commissioner Alex Pilch of 
Dearborn, ‘‘will cost the county 
nearly $15 million unless the State 


Legislature seeks 
more control over 


housing authority 


A bill to protect state credit by 
giving the Legislature better control 
and oversight of bonding activities 
of state agencies has been in- 
troduced by Rep. Gary M. Owen (D- 
Ypsilanti). 

The bill would require agencies 
authorized to issue bonds to submit 
their proposed bonding for the next 
fiscal year to the Department of 
Management and Budget, which 
would report its recommendations 
to the Governor. The Governor 
would, in turn, recommend to the 
legislature the total amount of bonds 
he feels should be issued by all 
agencies and the amount he feels 
should be issued by each idnividual 
agency. 

The measure would require ap- 

roval of a bonding authorization 

ill by the legislature. It also would 
require the Department of Treasury 
to issue a comprehensive annual 
report on state bonded indebtedness, 
as well as the bonded indebtedness 
of each agency empowered to issue 
bonds. 

“Experience has shown that we 
need a more effective overview of 
the entire bonding picture, rather 
than continue to allow state bonding 
on a fragment and piecemeal 
basic,” Owen explained. “As it is 
now, each agency goes its own way, 
with little or no control or coor- 
dination by either the legislature or 
the Executive Office. If an agency 
runs out of money, it runs to the 
legislature to get its bonding limit 
increased.” 


As an example, he pointed out that 
the House just passed a bill to double 
the bonding capacity of the 
Michigan State Housing Develop- 
ment Authority since its current 
limit of bonds was exhausted. 

Several years ago. during a state 
financial crunch, the state bond 
rating was reduced from a AAA 
rating to AA. 

“We should attempt to regain our 
perfect bond rating,” Owen said. “If 
we were able to take a closer look at 
the total picture of state bonds and 
have more direct and regular 
control over what bonds should or 
should not be authorized, it could 
reassure investors in Michigan 
bonds. I think it’s no longer ad- 
visable to give any agency a blank 
check with a maximum authorized 
limit.” 

Owen, a member of the House 
Appropriations Committee, stressed 
that there is no bond trouble at the 
present time. 

“What I want is a closer and more 
direct handle on the state’s bonding 
position. Although we appear to be 
all right now, if a few things went 
wrong and any of our bonds 
defaulted, or if some projects failed, 
we could be in serious trouble 

“We need some rational and 
reasonable controls to prevent the 
state from overextending itself. 
Under the present system, no one 
really is responsible for the review 
of our total state bonding picture so 
that we can determine what it 
means to the state.” 


Know your law

One of the most 
valuable rights 
Michigan residents 
enjoy is the right to own 
and use property. 
Closely associated with 
the right of property 
ownership is the right of 
access to and from a 
highway adjoining one’s 
property. In fact, 
Michigan’s Legislature 
has passed laws 
guaranteeing such 
property owners the 
right of access to and 
from highways ad- 


permit from the ap- 
propriate highway 
official. This permit 
provides the details 
necessary for con- 
struction which will 
adequately provide for 
the safety of motorists, 
as well as accommodate 
the property owner. 

The permit also 
provides required 
designs and specific 
rules for location of 
driveways in relation to 
the intended use. For 
example, a commercial 
use of adjoining 
property requires a 
design different than a 
design of a driveway for 
a resident. 

Unfortunately, safety 
requires that under 
circumstances, there is 
no right to access to an 
adjoining highway. This 
occurs in the case of 
limited access high- 
ways. Such highways 
are designed for 
maximum speed and 


access is limited to 
entry and exit ramps. In 
the case of a limited 
access highway, the 
access rights will have 
been obtained through 
the exercise of eminent 
domain, or by purchase.

to halt the abatements in those two 
cities.” 

The five industries included in the 
report are Action Distributing Co. 
Inc., Dave Demarest and Company 
and G.M.C Cadillac Motor Car 
Division of Livonia and two for the 
Ford Motor Company facilities in 
Dearborn, totaling $1,334,073 in 
county revenue. 

Pilch, who is sparking the drive to 
stop industrial tax handouts, also 
wants the state to reimburse the 
county for prior tax abatements, 
which, he says amounts to millions 
of dollars. 

“Apparently, few persons are 
aware — or even care — that tax 
dollars passed out by local com- 
munities for their own industrial 
developments also include a portion 
rightfully belonging to Wayne 
County.” Pilch explained. “It isn’t 
that I’m against industrial 
development or against realistic tax 
exemptions, but I am against doing 
it behind the county’s back. After 
all, we are the ones facing a teriffic 
financial deficit.” 

Pilch plans to carry his fight even 
further by seeking an amendment to 
Act 198 which would give the county 
veto power over future exemptions. 

“Act 198, Industrial Facilities Tax 
(AFT), allows local industry to 
rehabilitate existing facilities 
without incurring additional 
property tax or, in the case of new 
facilities, to obtain a 50 percent tax 
abatement for a maximum of 12 
years,” Pilch explained. “So far this 
year, 10 cities and three townships 
have granted such exemptions 
without county concurrence.” 

According to Pilch, communities 


may grant tax breaks to industries 
located w ithin a special created AFT 
district The grant is approved and 
forwarded to the state which, in 
turn, notifies the county. 

“Under existing legislation,” 
Pilch said, “Wayne County has no 
authority to act on the grant. The 
state just assumes the com- 
missioners approve It wouldn’t 
really matter if they did or didn’t.” 

A sampling of Wayne County’s tax 
rolls support’s the commissioners’ 


Wayne County’s summer em- 
ployment program for economically 
disadvantaged students this year 
has begun with 150 jobs immediately 
available for those who qualify.

He began the sermon by saying, 
"Walking over to church this 
morning, somebody came up to me 
and said, ‘Bernard Clausen! Good 
grief! You here again?’” 

I had accompanied Clausen from 
the Union Club, where he was 
staying, to King’s Chapel that

made such a remark But it was a 
good lead-in to the sermon, and what 
difference did it make that the story 
wasn't true? 

But not everybody takes the same 
devil-may-care attitude toward a 
minister’s veracity (or lack of it) in 
telling stories 

After I had commented once to a 
group I was addressing that 
Graham’s story of the drunk on the 
airplane probably was apocryphal, a 
lady came up to me and said, with 
indignance in her voice, that if 
Graham said the story happened, it 
happened. 

"He wouldn’t lie,” she said. 

She stood her ground, even after I 
told her that Norman Vincent Peale 
has used that same story in his 
sermons. Maybe Peale would lie, 
she intimated, but not Billy. 

Even though it has been fairly well 
established that what most people 
remember longest from sermons 
are the anecdotes, some critics say 
that a sermon can be overcrowded 
with good stories. 

"All in one sermon,” a Graham 
reviewer once noted, "the evangelist 
met a drunk on an airplane (there he 
is again!), one of the greatest 
mathematicians in the country, the 
governor of Illinois, a little 
washerwoman, a very wealthy man, 
a little old Baptist preacher and 25 
French student leaders.” 

In a warning to "ministers down 
the block,” this critic said, "No one 
really believes you or Billy Graham 
met all those people in a week or that 
something all that memorable 
happened in all those exchanges.” 

Nevertheless, this tendency to 
want to tell a good story — and even 
to improve upon it as you continue to 
retell it — was a failing (if it is a 
failing) of storytellers in Biblical 
times, too. 


Old Testament scholars say that 
the fellow who first told (he story of 
the crossing of the Red Sea related 
how' an east wind blew', drying up the 
swamp that was standing in the way 
of the Israelites who wanted to 
escape from their Egyptian pur- 
suers. 

That may have been how it was, 
but the story lacked something. That 
was taken care of by a later reporter 
who said Moses stretched his hand 
over the sea and it turned into dry 
land 

That was better — but still not 
good enough to an even later 
chronicler, who captivated his 
audiences with the story of how, 
after Moses lifted his hands, the 
water "stood up like walls” on either 
side. 

Artists for Sunday School leaflets 
have outdone themselves 
illustrating that one! 

Jesus was a great storyteller — 
and he didn’t always make it clear 
that he w'as making up his stories. 

"A certain man had two sons,” is 
the way the story of the Prodigal Son 
begins. 

"A certain man went down from 
Jerusalem to Jericho and fell among 
thieves” — so begins the story of the 
Good Samaritan. 

Jesus didn’t begin, "Let’s say, just 
for the sake of example, that a 
certain man .” 

Dr Lewis Raymond of Old Stone 
Church in Cleveland is a 
magnificent storyteller himself, but 
he says that he would never take 
credit for a story that didn’t actually 
happen to him — although he might 
say, "I heard a story about a man 
who...”

Spring breezes , 
lake fishermen ; 
equal problems 


With the advent of spring and the fishing season, an old problem 
returns to haunt the community of Belleville and the Township of 
Van Buren. 

Combine the softly blowing warm summer breezes of spring 
and man’s almost insatiable desire to pit his talents against the 
fish of Belleville Lake, and you again have a problem for both 
fishermen and community leaders alike.

In the past few years, the growing numbers of anglers attracted 
to the shores of the lake have created a growing problem of litter, 
traffic, and illegally parked automobiles. 

Last year, community leaders decided to ban the fishing along 
certain stretches of the lake near Belleville Bridge in order to 
reduce and possibly eliminate the problems which have plagued 
the community for years. 

While it is obvious that a fishing ban would certainly resolve the 
problem, it would do so at the expense of the people who have 
come to look upon the lake as a favorite source of summer 
recreation. In addition, the loss of revenue brought to the area by 
the visiting fishermen would adversely affect the areas mer- 
chants who have come to count on the lake as a source for at- 
tracting tourist dollars. 

The soon hoped for fishing pier which Van Buren is considering 
erecting will certainly provide some relief for the problem also, 
but we think that if community leaders are banking heavily on 
this approach, they are making a mistake. 

Characteristically, rules that fly in the face of human nature 
generally cannot be enforced. And, fishing is certainly one of 
mankind’s most cherished means of relaxing and fighting in- 
flation. 

Consequently, any rules which ban fishing entirely, or even 
partially, along the shores of the lake are most certainly ill 
conceived and most probably unworkable. 

What is needed is a systems approach to the problems created 
by the presence of hundreds of fishermen just doing their thing. 

First on the list of necessary components for providing 
fishermen with the necessary incentive for cleaning-up their act 
would be parking. 

Initially, Van Buren and Belleville should get together and 
study possible locations for public parking, and perhaps a means 
of transporting the fishermen to the lake if that parking is not 
within walking distance. 

Next, community leaders should insist that toilet facilities be 
provided for those men and women who chose to visit Belleville 
and Van Buren for their summer recreation. 

And, last but not least, local businessmen and residents should 
welcome their visitors with open-arms and attempt to resolve 
problems associated with their activities, rather than simply 
discourage any activity. 

While there is certainly no excuse for the litter produced by 
some who use the lake, most people would welcome measures to 
correct the problems associated with a few. 

Perhaps one means of quickly stopping activities detrimental to 
the community would be to provide a volunteer fisherman with a 
police radio which he could use to summon local officers. 

But, whatever the long-range solution to problems associated 
with summer visitors to the lake, it will have to be developed by 
people who view the visitors an an asset rather than a liability. 

And now is the time to start coming up with the answers.

School aid budget reported out

Michigan up to $40 million more to cover the 105 
percent guarantee because those districts could 
not contribute as much to their own per pupil 
payments. 

The K-12 School Aid Bill budget also includes 
$131 million for special education which is an 
increase of $9 million from 1978-79; $102 million 
for transportation, up from $93 million; $29.5 
million for vocational education, an increase of 
$3 million; and $4.5 million for bilingual 
education, an increase of $500,000 
Defeated by the committee was an amend- 
ment offered by Rep. Gary Owen to strike out the 
$23 million earmarked for schools with declining 
enrollment. This $23 million figure is up $2 
million from last year’s school aid budget. 

The present bill also permits schools with 
increasing enrollment, such as Plymouth and 
Canton, to take full advantage of increased 
student count in the first quarter. 


The $1.5 billion K-12 School Aid budget which 
increases guaranteed pupil income for school 
districts levying 30 mills by 9.2 percent, was 
reported out unanimously Tuesday by the House 
Appropriations Committee 

This bill (HB 4245) will be the first 1979-80 
budget bill to go before the Legislature for 
consideration. 

The total cost of the budget is $73 million over 
last year’s budget and $26 million over Governor 
Milliken’s recommendation. 

The school aid formula is based on a basic 
payment of $320 per student with a guaranteed 
yield of $43 per mill for every mill a school 
district levies up to 30 mills and $43 for every 2 
mills levied above 30 mills. The current formula 
provides $274 plus $40 for each mill up to 30 mills. 

Contained in this bill is a guarantee support 
level for districts that may be forced to rollback 
their millages under the tax limitation amend- 
ment. However, a total state equalized valuation 


(SEV) that is higher than fiscal agency 
estimates could force changes in the formula and 
cost the state more in guaranteeing support to 
districts that roll back their millage. 

It is to be noted that the guarantee for districts 
that are forced to roll back their millages, will be 
105 percent of their 1978-79 allowance per pupil. 
The bill estimates a total SEV of $70.7 billion 
which is about 11.8 percent over 1978. 

Even after additions and improvements are 
subtracted from the total which may account for 
2 percent of the increase, the higher figure in- 
dicates that more districts than originally # . 
thought, will be forced to roll back their 
millages. 

The tax limitation amendment requires 
rollback of millage rates when property values 
increase faster than the inflation rate which is 
currently pegged at 7.7 percent. 

Because more districts will be forced to roll 
back their millages, this could cost the state of 



Editor's Log 

More on gas saving devices

In this column last week, we looked at the 
development of low-cost solar cells as a means 
of providing the necessary energy for the 
conversion of water to oxygen and hydride. 
Hydride then being used to power conventional 
gasoline engines. 

The new manufacturing process for the solar 
cells was discussed in a television program 
carried across this country (not available in 
the Detroit area), hosted by Howard Ruff. 

Ruff, a noted economist, talk-show host, 
author and publisher of an economic 
newsletter, hosted on his program ‘Ruff 
House,’ the head of Solar-Hydrogen Develop- 
ment Company, Dr. Gerald M. Schaflander. 
The man responsible for the technology which 
can reduce the cost of solar cells by 66 percent, 
thereby providing the potential for a gasoline 
substitute, hydride, for about 28 cents per 
gallon. 

Also on that television program last week, 
was a man named Vincent E. Carman, who 
developed a mechanical means of energy 
conservation. 

While on the surface, Carman’s device pales 
by comparision to the prospect of burning 
water to power autos, nevertheless, his 
development also holds promise of providing 
the long-sought panacea for our nation’s energy 
problems. 

Essentially, Carman’s device is able to store 
kinetic energy normally lost through the 
breaking process, and apply it toward powering 
the vehicle. 

As the featured cover story of Mechanics 
Illustrated, the new transmission and energy 
accumulator was evaluated by them, and they 
concluded that it works. 


With this device installed on your vehicle, the 
brake pedal is removed and the accelerator 
alone controls speed and braking. 

When in motion, stored energy in the ac- 
cumulator powers the car until such time as 
that energy is dissipated. When that occurs, a 
small on-board computer starts the con- 
ventional engine in the vehicle to re-charge the 
accumulator. 

When, during normal operation of the car, it 
is necessary to slow or stop, simply releasing 
the accelerator reverses the process, and the 
energy normally lost through braking is used to 
re-charge the accumulator while slowing the 
vehicle at any desired rate. 

According to the inventor, for city stop-and- 
go driving which constitutes about 55 percent of 
normal usage, the vehicle’s conventional 
engine is shut down 80 percent of the time. 
Through this process, it is possible to nearly 
, double current automobile gas milage. 

While it is estimated that to equip existing 
cars would cost about $1,200 to $1,500, per 
vehicle, that figure could be reduced to only 
$150 when the auto is equipped with the device 
'while being built. 

So why is this device not the federal 
government’s number one priority? 

Apparently because it is not one of the 
devices government’s bureaucrats decided was 
worth pursuing. Especially since they had 
made the decision already on a competing 
project utilizing fly-wheels for energy storage. 

Even though Carman’s device, when sub- 
mitted to the federal Energy and Research and 
Development Administration, and later to the 
National Bureau of Standards, was judged to 
be worthy of further testing, when Carman 


asked for the final report on the trans- 
mission-accumulator. he was told that it has 
been misplaced. And according to Carman, it 
darn near took an act of congress to turn it up. 
And all the while, no federal funding for the 
device which could well provide the solution to 
this nation’s struggle to conserve energy'. 

Add to that the recent story of the fellow 
who, in 1916, developed at device for injecting 
water into an engine that would increase 
engine power and milage, who until today, has 
found no support for the testing of the in- 
vention, or financial support for its 
manufacture. 

While independent evidence seems to support 
John O. deYeisner’s claims for the device, 30 
percent increased fuel economy and reduced 
vehicle emissions, only now is it being con- 
sidered as a potential means For reducing this 
nation’s demands for energy. 

On balance, the implications seem to bear 
out the concerns of many who feel government 
is not doing as much as it could, or as much as 
we are paying it to do. But more likely, 
government is actually discouraging the in- 
troduction of devices capable of reducing the 
long-range energy needs of this, and other 
countries. 

Apparently, if the bureaucratic maze in 
Washington is good at anything, it is only 
protecting itself from those who might pose a 
threat to its existence. 

Perhaps it is not too late to force the 
thousands of faceless, un-elected, bureaucrats 
in Washington to become accountable to those 
who must pay the bill. But on the other hand, 
perhaps it is!

DEAR CAROL: 

I know someone who has two of the most obnoxious children I have ever dealt with ( or 
had the misfortune to deal with) . They are rude, whiny and demanding. They manipulate 
their mother with an expertise honed by experience. If you say anything to their mother, 
she becomes defensive and angry. However, I think the children are being done a 
disservice, as they will be spoiled, unsocialized savages. Should I say anything? 

EXASPERATED 

DEAR EXASPERATED: 

It sounds as if you already have said something and it was not appreciated. Probably 
any further attempts to talk with the mother will only increase her defensiveness. Where 
is the father? Does he see the children misbehave? You might try to communicate with 
him, but don’t expect too much. Parents frequently dislike interference in child raising 
and feel others should mind their own business. 


DEAR CAROL: 

I have a sixteen year old son who is getting low grades in school. How do I answer him 
when he says “my grades are my business, not your concern. Let me take care of it. Why 
do you interfere by grounding me?*’ 

CONCERNED 

DEAR CONCERNED: 

It sounds as if you might be into a power struggle with your son. Adolescence is a time 
of trying to gain independence from parents while at the same time wanting to depend on 
them. How much responsibility does your son have? If a child can’t make decisions on his 
own, such as what clothes to wear, what to eat, hours of bedtime or curfews, etc., he may 
choose school work as an area of control. It sometimes is his only place to exercise his 
will. It is his way of saying “you can’t control all areas of my life! “ The only thing for the 
parent to do is recognize the young person as a developing adult, offer words of en- 
couragement or praise and permit him to handle his own school work. If school is a 
battlefield between parent and offspring, both can lose. Only when the teen sees his work 
as his own responsibility can he really succeed. 

DEAR CAROL: 

I am very fat and ygly. Fat — over 100 pounds overweight — porcine looking. I cannot 
seem to stop eating, appealing to my own “will power” (a word hated by dieters) has not 
helped. What can I do? 

CAN'T STOP 

DEAR CAN'T STOP: 

Being overweight or “fat” is definitely focused on in this country. Many other 
problems or difficulties can be hidden from public view, but where can you “hide” a 
hundred pounds. It is also one of the top reasons for heart trouble and therefore doubly 
important to deal with. The first step is to make an appointment with your family 
physician for a complete physical examination. Is there a physical reason for the 
obesity? If not, it may very well bea compulsion with emotional roots. Just as alcoholics 
anonymous has helped many compulsive drinkers, so has overeaters anonymous helped 
many compulsive eaters. The support of friends who share the same experience is in- 
valuable. Get going and good luck !

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Suburban Living Editor 
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Allen Drury, who over the years has been one of my 
favorite writers, seems to be following the trend of 
most name authors these days and belting out an 
“interim” novel just to fill what might be a void until 
the next “biggie.” His latest, “Mark Coffin, USS,” has 
been quite a disappointment (and the aide at the 
library warned me that I’d probably not like it as well 
as previous writings.) 

Drury, who’s always done in-depth and rather 
menacing things on Washington and the Capitol scene, 
seems to lack substance with “Coffin” — a rather 
shallow sort of main character. 

In many of Drury’s writings, particularly his D C. 
series which began with “Advise and Consent,” he 
stock with a-specific cast of characters and had them 
mature and develop with each subsequent book. 
Perhaps it’s the “strangers” in his new novel that 
seem incongruent to me. 

Anyway, Coffin is a brand new “baby” senator from 
California (just turned 30) who’s out to right the 
wrongs of Capitol Hill and who, almost at once, lets you 
down by succumbing to the blatant advances of a 
young TV reporter who’s notorious for her pursuit and 
conquest of new congressmen. 

His one-night stand with the very knowledgeable 
young thing leads to repercussions of unbelievable 
proportions and it all just doesn’t ring true — par- 
ticularly since “The Hill” is internationally known for 
its bedroom antics. 

Just not a very convincing bit of reading but 
probably only so to those who really got involved with 
the sequels to “Advise” — his marvelous follow-ups — 
“A Shade of Difference,” “Capable of Honor,” 
“Preserve and Protect” and “Come Nineveh, Come 
Tyre.” If you’re looking for interesting summer 
reading and like the D C. theme, you might get hold of 
that series. If you’re a romantic, tho', forget it! 
There’re no moonlight and roses. 

As for “Mark Coffin” — eh!! 


You know your daughter has grown up when she 
starts receiving “Time” magazine in the mail rather 
than “Seventeen.” 


One thing sportscasters and those covering the af- 
termath of an athletic contest should never, never do is 
interview the “big star” after the game. 

This type of punishment should never be allowed to 
reach the listening public’s ears and the poor unaware 
“hero” should never be made to “orate” state-or- 
nationwide. The “ya know” syndrome seems to be a 
disease with ballplayers and hearing the phrase before 
and after each sentence does rather grate. 

(Or was it because WJR had me a captive audience 
enroute to work — 45 minutes now — and I was too 
dumb to switch stations? ) 


In readying 22 years accumulation for our big garage 
sale (it was last Saturday and I’m writing this last 
Thursday) the dozens of boxes of jigsaw puzzles cer- 
tainly brought my dear mother to mind. 

Having always been a puzzle nut (crosswords, 
double accrostics, etc.), 1 began at an early age to 
bewilder my very-adept-with-needlework mom. She 
simply could NOT understand the hours I’d put in over 
those miniscule and maddening little pieces. The very 
thought that when I completed the scene I’d break it all 


up and tuck it away simply drove her to distraction. 

“Why don’t you knit something or embroider or learn 
to crochet, Lee?” she’d plead with me. “At least you'd 
have something to SHOW for your time.” 

An avid fanciwork producer, mom never quite got 
used to the fact that I completely ignored needles (of 
all kinds) and leaned towards books, quizzes and pencil 
and paper activities. 

And I never could convince her that working a jigsaw 
or crossword were two very RELAXING pasttimes for 
me since just a glance at 1,000 interlocking pieces 
would send her up the wall.

Since there were no corner drugstores in medieval 
times, home-grown herb gardens provided the wonder 
drugs of the day. And since physicians were few and 
far between, it was, of necessity, an era of do-it- 
yourself. 

The medieval housewife planted a garden of herbs 
that hopefully would help her cope with anything from 
snakebite to influenza. Many of the plants are familiar 
to us since we use them in cooking: sage, marjoram, 
fennel, caraway, bay leaves and rosemary. 

Ingeniously, housewives in those ancient days found 
many other uses for herbs besides healing. For in- 
stance, sweet woodruff when dried has the scent of 
new-mown hay. Therefore, it was used for strewing on 
floors, perfuming linen chests and making garlands for 
church on feast days. 

‘Marjoram was a must in those days-of-yore gardens. 
It was used to flavor soups, meat dishes and salads. 
This same herb “bound on the head would cure a cold; 
drunk with wine, it warmed the stomach, comforting 
digestion.” 

Camomile or rosemary was used to make a “sweet 
washing water.” And mint “rubbed on the teeth will 
give a sweet smelling mouth.” 

Distilled water from the leaves and flowers of 
cowslip were “good against the pain in the head that 
comes of a cold” — a task we would assign today to 
aspirin. 

Caraway was not only for coughs, it was also “good 
for the frenzy and for biting of venomous beasts; also it 
restoreth hair which hath fallen away.” 

When a member of her family had a cold, the lady of 
the house boiled up a potent brew of leaves and flowers 
of fresh borage. For a nervous headache, she made an 
infusion of primrose root. And for a sedative, there was 
always a crock of cowslip wine handy. 

The time has long vanished when a homemaker finds 
it necessary to grow an herb garden purely for 
medicinal purposes. Today it is more likely to be 
gourmet cooks or enthusiastic gardeners who find it an 
esoteric and rewarding hobby. But then how many 
people today suffer from the “frenzy” or “the biting of 
venomous beasts?”

3. Don’t select 
anything that comes in 
sizes. Curtains, for 
example, make poor 
gifts. Even if you know 
the size of the window, 
you don’t know- the taste 
of the couple. You may 
prefer to see a light, 
airy cafe curtain. The 
bride may prefer a 
decorative shade. 

4 Don’t select a gift 
that can only be used by 
either the bride OR the 
groom. A decorative 
jewelry box, no matter 
how- expensive, that was 
selected with the bride 
in mind, will only create 
problems A marriage 
just starting out can do 


without “favoritism” in 
gifts 

5. Most shower gifts 
should be practical 
gifts, items that can be 
used frequently Since 
most newlyweds don’t 
have much to start with 
in the way of furnishings 
for their house or 


apartment, a set of pots 
would make a far better 
choice than a set of 
candle sticks (More 
people return candle 
sticks than pots.) 

6. Don’t select holiday 
gifts such as Christmas 
figurines. Even if they 
are made of the finest 


imported china, if it has 
a holiday theme it will 
remain in the closet 50 
w eeks out of the year. 

7. Selecting religious 
gifts such as crosses, a 
Mezuzah, Bibles, and in 
some cases, per- 
sonalized church 
hymnals, is an area that 


should be avoided Since 
the gift giver may un- 
derstandably know one 
party better than the 
other, both of their 
attitudes toward 
religion or religious 
gifts are not known well 
enough to give such a 
personalized item. 


8. Art should not be 
considered for showers 
as gifts. An abstract 
painting or fine 
reproduction, which 
may be very costly, 
would not fit well in an 
apartment with Early 
American furnishings. 

9. If you wish to
